A very old Indian tradition say* 


the New York Sun's. that all the bull 
moott of eastern and northern Maine 
make Journeys to U>« watt shore* of 
Moovebaad lake at th* eloae of (he 
year for the purpose of casting their 
antiara. Ttougb the atory has passed 
for Action anoBW the Caucauafan resi- 
dents. there are not a few old hunter* 
and woouMMn who believe it. and re- 
late taJe« about the abundance cf 
mooae antlen MBOOC the maple vooda 
26 nllM north of this vlll«e. 


Charles Aaanc«. a half-breed, says 


that b« illed two boxcars with discard- 
ed antlers six years aco. and snipped 
them to New York where cutlery manu- 
facturers purchased the lot for knife 
handle*. He cleared $300 from a week's 
work. 


The first white man who used his 


knowledge wa* old "Cy" Blanchard, 
father of Cyrus Blanchard. a member 
of Gov. Cobb'a council.. The old man 
was the owner of vast timber tracts 
in Piscataquls county, and when the 
land waa sold to settlers the town of 
Blanchard waa named for him. 


As he grew old he built a big house 


in the north part of tb« town and sur- 
rounded it with a high stone wall. 
crowning the slate coping with a dense 
fence of moose antlers, all of which 
had been picked up among: the woods 
west of the lake. About 50 years ago. 
irben a star route mail line was put 
en between Blanchard and Monsoa. 
a pofitoffi«* waa established near the 
big Blanchard house, and it is still 
known as Moosehorn. 


More than 2.500 moose antlers have 


been placed on top of the Blanchard 
stone fence since it was built, though 
most of them have' been broken by 
snow and ice or eaten by insects. 


The moose of Maine drop their ant- 


lers from December 15 to January 1, 
though a few very aged ones may re- 
tain these oruam*nts until February. 
Old hunters say that they could go out 
among these woods 50 years ago and 
pick ay a hayrack of fine ar.tkrs In a 
forenoon, though they have not been 
HO plentiful of late.

laid in slave trading. John Gladstone, 
the iailu-r of 'the grand old man.' nx-»de 
his enurmous fortune iu slave tading 
and slave labor in the West Indi-es. 
William Kwart Gladston-e. in his youth, 
defended slavery, but in later years 
attacked it — after his father's slave- 
worked plantations had been sold. 


"As I looked at the great city of 


Liverpool, with its magnificent system 
of docks and quays, along which 30,- 
000 seamen daily walk, I could scarce- 
ly repress my horror when I reflected 
that it was built upon the bodies of 
negro slaves. But then 1 re:nnnl>. red 
that New England's merchants used 
to ship rum to Africa, sell the fire- 
water to the natives, kidnap them 
when they were drunk, jam them be- 
tween decks, cross the water to our 
southern states, throw overboard the 
dead bodies about one day out and ilien 
si.Il slaves to southern planter:; at 
1,000 per cent profit. 


"This was tht> foundation of many 


cf New England's large fortunes. No 
wonder that those merchants' grand- 
sons dislike discussions on 
'tainted 


money.' But 1 found myself contem- 
plating New England's slave trade with 
lesa horror than that of Liverpool."

etiquette In the Orient 


If there be one thing more than an- 


other upon which the Chinese prida 
themselves It is upou their politeness. 
In spite of the three or four laches 
which he lacks to make bis height 
equal to tliut ut the average American, 
a Chinese official in full costume car- 
ries him**-lf with great dignity and 
self possession aiid make* an impos- 
ing figure. In this respect he owe* 
much to bis lone drees, but more to 
ihfi patient study of correct carriage. 
There is not a single awkward move- 
ment as the Chinese gentleman bows 
his visitor into the house or supplies 
him from his own hand with a cup of 
tea. which is indispensable to an in- 
terview. Not until his guest is seated 
will the Chii.-eae host venture to take 
up his position on the right hand of 
the former; and if. in the course of an 
excited conversation, he should raise 
himself, however slightly, from his 
position, it is the duty of the other to 
do the same. No Chinese gentleman 
will sit while his equal stands. Occa- 
sionally. where it is not Intended to 
be over respectful to a visitor, a ser- 
vant will bring in a cup of tea — a cup 
In each hand. Then, standing before 
his master and the guest, he will cross 
his arms, serving the guest who is 
to the right, with his left-hand. Mr 
master with the right. The object of 
this is to expose the palm — in Chinese 
the heart — of either hand to -each recip- 
ient of the tea. It is a token of fidel- 
ity and respect. 


This tea. is not intended for drink- 


ing and is called "guest tea," It has a 
higher mission than to allay thirst: 
Unfortunate the man who tosses bis 
off before ten words have been ex» 
changed. The Oriental will stamp him 
as a barbarian. The mission of the 
tea is to be used by either party as a 
signal that the interview is at an end. 
A guest no sooner raises the cup to bis 
llpa than the voices of a dozen shout 
to hia coolies to bring his chair. So,' 
too. when the master of the house is 
prevented from longer acting as host 
he raises t'ne cup to his lips as if to 
drink the tea and immediately the 
guest's chair is colled f-'r. 


Strangers meeting in China may 


freely ask one another their names, 
P'ovinees and their basinets pros-peers. 
It is always ct,;is5dercd a compliment 
to on o!d Chinaman to ask him his age. 
bat the middle aged ao not as a rule 
euro for the question, and the'r an- 
sv.er.-; can rarely be depended upon.

Color and Temperament, 


According to Prof. Redard of Gen- 


eva. Switzerland, each of the primary 
colors has a special and well-defined 
action on the organism. 
Red light 


is an exciting and an irritating agent 
It modifies the virulence of certain 
eruptions and has been used in cases 
of varioloid. 
Yellow light seems to 


have a depressing action, while with 
blue light is obtained a sensation, 
of calm and ease. To apply the anaes- 
thetic method with blue light, tlie pa- 
tient is seated on a chair at ten in- 
ches from a fifteen candle-power in- 
candescent 
lamp. 
The bulb of the 


lamp is of blue glass and it has a 
nickled reflector. 
The head is covered 


with a thin blue veil and the patient 
directs his vision toward the lamp. 
After a few minutes the subject is 
found to be in an unconscious state. 
In this state a tooth can be extracted 
or other short operation carried out 
without pain. The effect is not attri- 
buted to hypnotism, but to the direct 
action of the rays upon the nerve cen- 
ters. 


Manila Paper Gas Pipe's. 


Paper gas pipes are among tin- nov- 


elties reported from Europe. 
Manila 


paper is cut up into strips whose width 
is equal to the length, of the pipe sec- 
tion to be used. The paper bands are 
then passed into a vessel filled with 
melted asphalt. 
After coming out ot 


the batn the prepared strip is rolled 
uniformly and very tightly around an 
iron rod or pipe which serves aa the 
core and han the same diameter which 
the gas pipe is to have. The rolling 
of the paper Is stopped when the right 
thickness has been necured. After the 
pi)H» section which is thus formed haa 
lw>eii put through a high proaaure it 
is covered on the outside by a layer 
of sand which la pressed Into the aa- 
phnlt while still hot. The outer sur* 
face of the pipe la treated with a* pat- 
<>rproof compound. It is said that the 
pipe Is v.-ry tight and Is cb**p*r than 
uielal

The law of the 
state says that a license shall not be 
granlted to a place to sell liquor as 
a common victualler, unless there are 
acilities for 
furnishing 
food 
and 


drink to nue traveler, and every li- 
cense that is issued under the state 
law is supposed to be to a common 
vioiiualler, who shall have these fa- 
cilities. It nas always been ignored 
and made ridiculous, and this action 
of the Boston board makes it more 
so. The law says that no tables shall 
be placed in a room which is given 
up exclusively to the sale of liquor, 
and the commissioners douWdess rest 
their case upon 'that, but a 
place 


which is supposed to serve food and 
has no table to serve it upon and no 
food to serve, Is a 
condition that 


makes ,;,he law seem silly. This pro- 
vision of it should be changed. The 
intent of the law was, -we presume 
to make the straight drinking places 
impossible, but that idea has gone to 
the '\\inds long ago, and if fe> is not 
•to be observed it had better be re- 
pealed.—Newburyport News.

The theory is that Duquette was 


murdered, his

The rope is supposed to have

worn away and ithen, relieved of the 
weight, the body rose.
